44. (Cunently Amended) A computer-implemented method for assisting a user to leam a 
subject, the method compriBing; 

presenting study materials on the subject to the user via a first window of a computer, 
where the computer also has a second window : 

waiting for the user to phyoioolly enter an input to the first window of the computer, with 
the input being in response to the study materials; and 

upon failure to receive an input that the user phyoioolly enters into the first window of the 
computer within a Bpooifiod omount - of a time period, when there is one or more inputs by the 
user to the second window of the computer during the time period, which is indicative of a 
reduction in the user^s level of concentration, adjusting the study materials for presentation on 
the subject to g e t th e uoer'o attention 00 oo attempt to improve the user's concentration in 
learning the subject^ 

wherein the method further comprises setting the time period ,

comprises presenting a question upon failure to receive an input that the user ph^TjioaUy entm 
into the first vnndow of flie computer within the specified amount of time. 

(Previously Presented) The mettiod of claim 45 wherein the question is unrelated to (he 
subject of the study materials. 

47. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 45 wherein the user's reply to the question is 
not used to assess the user's understanding in the subject.

50. (Cunently Amended) The method of claim 44 wherein adjusting the study materials 
comprises increasing a stimulation level of the study materials upon failure to receive an input 
that the user physically enters into the first window of the computer within the speoifiod amount

51. (Cuirently Amended) The method of claim 44 wherein adjusting the study materials 
comprises switching to a different set of study materials upon failure to receive an input that the 
user physioolly enters into the first window of the computer within the gp e oifi o d amount of time 
period > 

52. (Wididrawn) A method for focusing a user's attention on materials teaching a subject, the 
method comprising: 

presenting materials on the subject to the user via a computer; 

waiting for a user input to the computer, with the input being related to the materials 
presented; and 
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Upon a fiulure to receivd the user input within a predetemimed time p^od, adjusting the 
nfiaterials presented, vrfiereiii the adjustment is capshle of attracting the user's attention to the 
materialB. 

53. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 52 wherein waiting for a user input is related to 
waiting for an answer from the user to a question presented in the materials. 

34. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 52 wherein the user ii^ut is relatied to Ute user input to 
move the materials along for learning the materials. 

55. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 52 wherein adjusting the materials presented 
comprises presenting a question upon a failure to receive the usee input within the predetennined 
time period. 

56. (Currently Amended) A conoputer-implemented method for assisting a user to leam a 
subject^ the method conq)ri8ing: 

presenting study materials on a subject to the user via a computer, wherein the materials 

have at loQOt a level of difBculty; 

settin p a time period based on the level of difficulty of the study materials: 

waiting for a user physical i nput to the computer, with the input being in response to the 

study materials; and 

upon ftilure to receive a user physical i nput within on amount of timo that dspendo on the 
l e v e l of difficulty the time period, which is indicative of a reduction in the user^s level of 
Doncentration. a djusting the study materials for ]n*eseQtation on the subject to got the user's 
attention s o as attempt to improve llie user's concentration in learning the subject.

wherein the cmount of time period also depends on a refiRrence response time of the user,

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wherein the referenpe response time is detennined based on a previous sesBion where 
study materials on a subject were presented to (he user via a computer. 

58. (Withdrawn) A compuler-implemented method for helping a user work on materials to 
learn a sulgect, the method comprising: 

presenting materials on the subject to the user, the materials including visual materials 
presented on a display for a computer; 

receiving more than one input fiom the user in connection with the materials presented, 
where there are at least two locations on the display to receive the inputs; and 

adjusting the materials presented in response to the locations of the inputs from the user, 
wherein based on the a4justment, the usct's concentration in working on the materials can be 
improved. 

59. (Currently Amended) A computer-implemented method for assisting a user to leam a 
subject, tiie method comprising: 

presenting study materials on the subject to the user via a computgr. wherein the shidv 
materiBlfl have a level of difricultv:

60. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 59 wherein adjusting the study materials 
comprises a4)usting the study materials independent of the content of the input. 
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61. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 59 v^erein adjusting fiie study materials 
comprises presenting a quertion. 

62. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 59 wherein adjusting the study materials 
comprises changing a pace of the presentation of the materials. 

63. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 59 wherein adjusting the study materials 
comprises switching to a different set of study materials. 

64. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 44 Anther comprising providing the user 
with options for the user to determine how to proceed in the learning process, upon fiiilure to 
receive an input that the user phyaioolly eaters into the first window of the c omputer within the 
gp e oifi e d omount of time period . 




65. (Ptwiously Presented) The method of claim 45 wherdn the question is displayed oh a 
screen and is orally presented. 

66. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 45 fiulher comprising praising the user if 
the answer to the question is correct. 

67. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 45 further comprising presenting stndy 
materials related to the question to help the user leam ft^ subject if the answer to the question is 
not correct. 

68. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 45 further compridng presenting the study 
materisls again to help tbe user Icam the subject if the answer to the question is not correct. 

69. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 45. 

wherein the study materials presented have at least one difficulty level, and 
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wherein the method further comprises presentuig stady materials with a difficulty level 
lower than the at least one difficulty level to help the user learn the subject if &e answer to the 
question is not correct 

70. (Previously Presented) The method of claim AS wherein whether the answer to the 
question is correct or not does not afifoct study materials to be presented to the user. 
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
